The  last  weeks  of  Auuusi  in  ihis 
city  Were  cool,  uncomforlHbly  s„. 
In  the  middle  of  the  day  there 
would  be  two  hoars  ot  scorchin-: 
heat,  but  by  ihri  e  »r«look  it  would 
i»et  cool,  and  tiiriher  on  siill  cooler, 
till  the  nig!  t  diinaiided  light  over- 
coats,  and  plemy  of  «!lothini»  on 
the  beds.  But  September  is  mak- 
ing ameiidr  for  it.  It  is  hot. 
Warm  is  no  name  for  il — it  is  hoi. 
And  with  the  renewal  of  tlie  heal 
comes  the  renewal  of  mortality 
among  the  children.  July  and 
August  killed  tour  thousand  child 
reii  ;  and  September,  utiless  the 
heal  decreases,  will  show  a  still 
more  ghastly  record.  For  New 
York,  even  in  iis  bent  parts,  is  no 
place  for  children. 

Even  ill  the  ini>st  comfortable 
parts  in  ihe  iipi»ir  cilv,  the  lie.tl  of 
(he  summer's  sun,  reflected  from 
h>-ick  Walls  and  paved  slnets, 
ki  eps  the  iiir  in  an  nnlieaii.l^y  con 
diiion  that  requires  the  streuirlh  of 
maturity  to  endure  it.  And  then 
think  ot  the  cMMililion  ol  the  child- 
ren of  the  poor  in  lower  town  ! 
Tliink  of  the  narrow  lanes  ai.d  al* 
le}"n,  the  insntticieni  drainage,  the 
utter  absence  of  ventilation,  the 
scant  mill  until  lood  ;  im  short,  the 
poison  that  is  in  the  earth,  the  air, 
the  bedding,  the  food,  in  every- 
ihing,  and  the  wondi-r  is  not  thai 
so  many  children  die,  but  that  any 
live. 

Of  course  the  charilabh-  fX'ople 
no  what  iloy  can  lo  alleviate  iiiid 
niitigaie  this  snlfiring ;  hut  what! 
cm  private  charily  do,  with  such 
multiludes  lo  do  tor?  Il  can  not 
touch  one  case  in  a  thousand. 
What  is  wanteti  is  a  law,  sweeping 
in  its  provisions  and  inexorable  in 
execiiiimi.  The  old  rookerits,  in 
which  the  suffering  thousnnds  ex 
i-t  tor  a  wIlJe  hihI  die,  slituild  be 
loni  down,  and  no  biiildin<>s 
ol  the  kind  should  be  permitted. 
The  anthoriiies  should  liave  the 
power  to  compel  jiropt-r  ventilation 
•  lid  proper  drainage,  and  over 
erow'ding  should  be  prithihiird. 
Kx<'m>ioi.s  on  the  liver  are  good 
as  tar  as  they  go,  hiii  the  lite  a  sick 
tdllld  liflH  III  one  ihiy  on  lile  river 
IS  taken  out  of  ii  the  lliglll  II  gels 
home.  Il  is  a  pity  th.il  o.ir  grini 
cities  could  noi  be  goveriii  d  A'iih 
ri-lerence  to  the  sanitary  condition 
of  lli<iN<-  compelled  to  live  ill  iheill. 
But  ihey  inver  are  and  never  will 
be.  'Every  ni:in  fur  liiinself'  is  the 
inoiio  in  ihe  city,  where  it  t.ikcs  a 
man's  undivhled  alteiition  to  keeji 
liimsell   iiflii'it.

Many  of 
these  emigrants  who  had  arrived 
with  a   comlort.-ible  sum    of  inouey 

<id  become  wealthy  farmers  in 
Kansas,  hiil  the  iiMJorily  of  litem 
have  had  a  hard  time.  The  men 
were  bunleind  generally  with  tive 
or  six  children,  and  while  seeking 
work  had  to  spend  what  wages 
ihey  had  acelimulaled. 

Thntroule  wiih  eniigrant<*  is,  the 
condition  of  things  in  this  country 
is  loo  liignly  enlored.  They  are 
led  to  bi-lieve  that  a  liv'iig  come* 
lo  tliem  the  moment  they  l.ind,  and 
when  they  find  that  they  have  not 
only  lo  labor,  but  that  they  have 
privations  to  go  through  with,  ihe 
weak  ones  are  discouraged.  Some 
of  the  Menr.onites  in  this  party 
Were  met  by  a  fi-w  who  had  t;oiiii 
on  trom  Dakota  to  iinel  them,  and 
when  told  id  the  aciual  condition 
of  things  thoy  h,-gged  hard  to  re- 
turn to  iheir  native  country  lo  earn 
a  livelihood,  rather  than  go  to  the 
wild  country  they  had  been  sent 
lo.

Croix  and  it.s  tributaries,  and  the  Chip- 
pews  and  Black  Rivers,  nnd  their  trib- 
ntaries  footed  up  twenty-one  billion 
feet.  At  the  present  rate  of  cuttinP 
this  would  be  wholly  exhausted  in  the 
next  twenty  years.  A  similar  condition 
of  affairs  was  reported  from  all  the 
pineries  in  llic  country.  These  figures 
in  themselves  disclosed  tlie  necessity  of 
prompt  and  decisive  action  oh  the  part 
of  the  luinberinen  in  the  direction  al- 
ready suggested. 

Mr.  Durant  then   directed    attention 
to  the  ninveineiit  being   made    for  the 
niodificatiou  of  the  so-called  reciproci- 
ty with  Canada — which  was  reciprocal 
only  in  nrtne — to  the  prejudieo    of  the 
whole     Anicrican      interests.
